German reinforcements have been rushed 
forward but have failed to recapture the lost

On Tuesday alone one of General

Odessa Defence 


Regarding events at Odessa, 
the aMmouncer revealed that a 
Russian armoured train has 
broken through the German- 
Rumanian positions and haw 
penctrated far behind the t[n- 
vadera’ jines, 


Adinitting that fierce Hghting is 
going on around Odessa, the an- 
nouncer stated that not only are 
the Russian units there heroically 
defending their positions but that 
the entire population has rallied 
to the defence of their city. 


Workers, employers and pro- 
fessional people have formed 
special units and are acting with 
energy, skill and courage. 


Behind Lines 


Among other activities workers 
have constructed two armoured 
trains, and it is one of these 
which has caused terrox far be- 
hind the German lines, 


Urging that the city should 
be defended to the last, a 
special appeal admits that 
“great danger threatens Odessa,” 
but it is evident that the citl- 
zens did not need this warning. 
Shops are stilf open and the 
remainder of the population are 
busy with defence measures. 
The official German = news 
agency, quoting military sources, 
claims that “decisions of great 
significance are under way in the 
Baltic sections of the Russo-Ger- 
man front which are expected to 
result in the dislodgment of the 
Soviet from the Baltic area.”
